M a r y s v i l l e , April 19th.—It has been 
known for a long time to old residents of 
this city that some sort of combustible gas 
existed in the water supply of this city, 
which is derived by pum ping from deep 
wells in the heart of the town, but until 
the present time it has not been supposed 
that this gas could be utilized in any way. 
But since natural gas is receiving so much 
attention everywhere, the idea has arisen 
here that there may be, and probably is, a 
copius supply of this gas under the city site. 
The facts that go far to support this view 
are these : Over one of the pumps in the 
W ater Works is a copper cylinder serving 
the purpose of an air-chamber. A pipe 
issues from its top and terminates in an or­ 
dinary gas-burner. 
It is possible at almost any time to ob­ 
tain a flame from this burner, and when 
the pum p is in operation the flame burns 
continuously. During the past few days 
persons working about the building have 
obtained a large flame from the end of a 
piece of hose attached to a small water- 
pipe, being careful to turn the faucet in a 
way to produce the desired effect. The 
well from which the gas-charged water is 
pumped is 180 feet deep. It is thought that 
a gas well sunk to a greater depth here 
might strike a strong flow of gas.

W a s h in g to n , April 19th.—The most im ­ 
portant bill that has passed Congress this 
session was one which will be soon sent to 
the President for his approval, appropri­ 
ating §100.000 for a conference in this city 
in April of next year of representatives ot 
the Governments ot the Republics of Mex­ 
ico, Central and South America, Hayti, San 
Domingo and the Empire of Brazil. 
The House yesterday agreed to the Sen­ 
ate amendments to the bill introduced by 
McCreery of Kentucky providing for this 
conference. The object of the conference 
is to form an American Customs Union ; to 
establish regular and frequent steamship 
communication between the countries join­ 
ing the co i p act; the adoption of a uni­ 
form system of weights and measures, and 
a law to protect copyrights and trade­ 
marks of citizens of either countries, and 
for extradition of criminals. 
The most im portant object of the confer­ 
ence, however, is to secure the adoption of 
a common silver coin to be issued by each 
Government in such an amount, propor­ 
tionate to the population of each, as may 
by determined upon, the same to be a legal 
tender in all commercial transactions be­ 
tween the citizens of all American States. 
Respecting the latter provision, Mexican 
Minister Romero says: 
“ The 
United 
States and England, with whom we trade 
mostly, both discount Air silver dollar 
about thirty per cent, afTpresent. If the 
United States had a common standard with 
us, and England did not, a great deal of 
trade that now goes to the latter would be 
turned over to the former. The adoption 
of a uniform system of weights and meas­ 
ures, and customs regulations, too, would 
relieve a great deal of the inconvenience 
existing at present, and tend to promote 
commerce. The proposal to settle ques­ 
tions of dispute between the nations by a 
definite plan of arbitration is a little more 
difficult than the other objects named, but 
still it is a praiseworthy one. I have no 
doubt that, on the whole, an interchange 
of views between the nations named would 
be productive of good to all.’’

April 19th.—In the Senate 
to-day Hoar offered a resolution, which 
was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, providing that official reporters 
shall be admitted to report debates and 
proceedings of the Senate when the fish­ 
eries treaties shall be under consideration. 
The report, or such part of it as may not 
require secrecy, is to be published, if the 
Senate shall so order. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
oi the biil for the admission of the State of 
South 
Dakota, and 
was addressed by 
Plum b in support of the bill. He con­ 
trasted the small vote in the Southern 
States with the vote of Dakota, and said 
that very few of them had cast as many 
votes at any election within the last five 
years as the Territory of Dakota had in 
1886. If it was the quality of the people of 
Dakota that the Senator from Missouri 
(Vest) objected to, then he (Plumb) declared 
they werea fair representation of the Anglo- 
Saxon character on this continent. He had 
yet to learn that any man in Dakota 
had ever been deprived, by direction or in­ 
direction, of his right to vote. Coming 
down to the State of Alabama, he con­ 
trasted the tables of taxation in that State 
to show the assessed value of “ guns, pis­ 
tols and dirks ” was four times greater 
than that of the farming tools and agri­ 
cultural implements, and yet, he said, the 
Senator from Missouri did not object to the 
representation of Alabama in the Senate or 
the House, but was willing to meet them 
on the plane of equality. For himself, he 
did not care as to the política of any of the 
Territories 
applying 
for admission as 
States. He would vote for the admission 
of Montana or W ashington 
Territory, 
Democratic though they were, because he 
believed the power and perpetuity of the 
Republic depended upon the equal asso­ 
ciation of all the people of the United 
States, subdivided within the limits of the 
States, each one taking care of its own 
local concerns, each contributing of its ad­ 
vice, its counsel, its wealth and its power 
to the progress ot the United States in 
their national capacity. 
Allison addressed the Senate in support 
of the bill. He agreed with the Senator 
from Missouri (Vest), that the question 
was a political one. The attitude of the 
Democratic party in both Houses, on this 
subject, was the attitude of non-action. He 
believes that South Dakota should now be 
admitted as a State, and that North Dakota 
should be also admitted as a State. H e 
Bhould be glad to vote this session for the 
admission ót North Dakota. 
Vest asked him if he would vote now for 
a bill adm itting the whole Territory of 
Dakota. He (Vest) would. 
In response to the question of Allison, 
as to whether the Democratic party, as a 
political organization, would vote to-day 
for the admission of the State of Dakota as 
a whole. Vest said he did not think there 
was any of his colleagues who would not, 
although they had not held any caucus. 
Allison said the action of the Democratic 
party, as represented on the Committees of 
Territories, in both the House and Senate, 


showed its policy on this subject. The 
idea was to tam per with the question until 
the Presidential election of 1888 shall have 
passed away, and if the political exigencies 
of the future required it the Democratic 
party would continue to play the same 
game. 
If the Democratic party wanted the 
State of Dakota undivided, why did it not, 
whenever it had the power, present a bill 
for that purpose ? 
Vest said that he him self would hesitate 
long before he would be willing to admit 
Dakota as single State. 
He would join 
hands with Senators tor the admission of 
Montana, but congratulated the Senate 
that the discussion has got back to the real 
issue, and thanked Allison for having dis­ 
cussed the question from the standpoint of 
a statesmau. 
He protested against the 
recent charges and aspersions against the 
Southern States, and said that ii tnis were 
an occasion to go into ancient history he 
could re-erect in theSouthern States shame­ 
ful parodies on the Government that had 
once been set up there by Senators now 
denouncing those States. 
The debate then reverted once more to 
the question of outrages and intim idations 
in the South. Call, Berry, Hoar, Edmunds, 
Sherman and Vest participated in the dis­ 
cussion, which was at times quite excited. 
The Senate finally came to a vote ou the 
substitute for the Dakota bill, which was 
defeated—yeas 23, nays 26—and the bill it­ 
self was passed—yeas 26, nays 23, a strict 
party vote.

FU K IBH M ER T FOB ILLEGAL VOTING. 


Thr outrageous ■election fraud- -.«.rpe­ 
trated in this city recently has brought 
the subject of invasions o f the elector's 
right very prominently to the front and 
kept it there. Several of the perpetrators 
were punished, some of them are now 
serving in prison for their crimes, others 
went free on payment of a nominal fine, 
•while many offenders escaped arrest and 
punishment. 
1 :nqueíAionably the frauds 
would have been much more numerous but 
for the courageous watch and ward the cit­ 
izens kept over the hallo'.-boxes. 
The 
events of that occasion and the experience 
of other localities, have demonstrated that 
there is weakness in our electoral system 
in this, that the offenses against it are 
not punished with sufficient certainty, nor 
yet with sufficient severity, by reason of 
the leniency of the statutes. 
The subject is now one of general and 
animated debate throughout the country. 
The Legislature will be chosen in a few 
months, and no man who proposes to be a 
candidate should be perm itted to escape 
from declaring himself w hether or not he 
is in favor of cleanliness at the polls and 
inore vigorous punishment of ballot-box 
offenders? 
It is because the Republican 
party stands for a fair ballot and an honest 
count that it has special missionary work 
before it in the South, where in many sec 
tions it is undeniable that a fair ballot and 
clean count is not bad for Republican 
candidates. 
It is one of the fundamental 
principles of the Republican party that 
the ballot-box shall be free and voters un­ 
trammeled in the exercise of their sover­ 
eign right. 
That it can never, and never 
will abandon. 
Its voice always lias been 
and will be for fair dealing and justice to 
all men in every section of the country, 
and it ought to declare for it in California 
now, anew and unmistakably. 
Between the mere act of attem pting to 
cast an illegal ballot and accomplishing 
the crime, the law now maintains the 
broad distinction that exists between a 
misdemeanor and a felony. 
But what 
reason can be advanced for it? 
W hy 
should not the attem pt be placed upon all 
fours with the commission, and both acts 
overhung with such hazard 
that the 
vicious element will hesitate long and 
ponder seriously before 
invoking 
the 
penalty? 
The California Spirit of the 
Times proposes that illegal voting be made 
a capital «dense. 
It believes that the 
death jienalty would effectually deter men 
from the commission of such crimes. 
It 
makes a strong point, and one that will 
strike every man with great force, that the 
inconsiderable punishment now attaching, 
leads men to look upon ballot-box stuffing 
w ith indifference, and deadens their sensi­ 
bility to the awfulness of the crime. 
No 
one who has been at all observant can be 
oblivious to the fact that it has come to be 
looked upon that ability to stuff a ballot- 
box is shrewdness and adroitness, rather 
than an outrageous crime upon the most 
sacred privilege of the freeman. 
Indeed 
no one at all conversant with election 
methods will lie able to deny that illegal 
voting, by reason of its frequency and the 
lightness of the punishment inflicted in 
those rare eases where the offender is de­ 
tected, is largely apologized for by society, 
and classed by citizens who abhor the thief 
who pilfers from a till, as política smart­ 
ness and defensible political tactics. 
The liberties of a people are never 
stricken down by one blow, their over­ 
throw is invariably accomplished by de­ 
tail in the time of indifference to duty, or 
weakness due to incivism, and is worked 
out by insiduous trespassing and repeated 
and constantly bolder trespasses. 
But 
would the attaching of the extrem e pen­ 
alty to offenses against the ballot-box 
quicken public sensibility and effect the 
desired purpose more certainly than less 
sever punishment of the offenders? W hile 
the penalty is now altogether too light, to 
make the crime a capital offense would 
antagonize the sentim ent opposed to capi­ 
tal punishment for any crime whatever, 
and would, therefore augment the difficul­ 
ties of conviction, liesides by reason of its 
radicalism raising up opposition to it. The 
better plan would be to abolish all distinc­ 
tions between attem pting to vote illegally 
and so voting; between inciting or brib­ 
ing one to vote and accepting the bribe; 
between "stuffing ” a ballot-box and de­ 
stroying it. 
Make all these offenses felonies, 
punishable only by imprisonment in (he Stale 
Prison without power in the Executive to par- 
dim the offender, and attach as the sequence of 
conviction the penalty of deprivation of the 
right thereafter to exercise the elcctire franchise 
or to fill any office of trust. 
W hy not? 
If a man steals goods val­ 
ued at $50, or is twice convicted of petit 
larceny, he is declared 
a 
felon 
and 
stripped 
of 
his right 
to 
vote. 
Is 
the offense of stealing a ballot-box less 
heinous thau that of stealing a dog or 
fifty silver pieces? Is there any more 
reason for leniency to the wretch who robs 
th e American sovereign of his chief right, 
than for mercy to the road-agent who re­ 
lieves you of your purse? In one ease the 
offense is against property only end the 
right to i t ; 
in the other it is an offense 
against the Government itself. 
As there is no offense against society 
that strikes nearer its heart, and threatens 
more the overthrow of orderly government 
than that of illegal voting, to temjiorize 
w ith it, pat it at the risk of a mere fine or 
a few weeks in a common jail, Invests it 
with no terror for the evil doer; indeed, 
for the attem pt to cast a simple fraudulent 
vote, the compensation may be snclt as to 
nJtke the offender content to serve in a 
county jail, or hie principals may be will­ 
ing enough to buy him out of confinement. 
They very well know that for every such 
visitation upon their “sack,’’ they will 
escape detection in aseóte of other cases. 
B ut it will be a very different m atter if 
the offenders are punishable by imprison­ 
m ent in the penitentiary for a long term 
of years without possibility of release, and 
with the certainty that they can never 
again demand the right of au American 
elector.

THE 
G O V EEN M EN I 
AND 
ROAD. 
TH E RA IL- 


It is submitted that to the following ex­ 
tract from the report of the Directors of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company to 
the stockholders, submitted by the acting 
President, Mr. Charles Crocker, there is 
not possible to be made any sufficient an­ 
swer. Tlie statement is simple, clear, un­ 
deniable, and has the irresistible force of 
conviction. 
Referring to the debt of the 
road to the Government, and that the com­ 
pany has paid every dollar demanded or 
required of it, and kept every obligation 
imposed upon it, the report says, speaking 
of the judgment of the Pacific Kailw;^- 
Investigation Commission: 
The Commission adm it that m uch larger pay­ 
m ents would have been m ade on the debt to tne 
United States by the 25 per cent, of the net 
earnings, had not the Government subsidized 
opposition roads, and thus taken traffic from the 
Central-Cnion line, w hich it was contem plated 
th at line would have had, at least to the m a­ 
turity of its debt. Transcontinental transporta­ 
tion lor the United States in the same way has 
been diverted from aided tojuon-aided roads by 
the Government, thus reduciug the paym ent on 
the debt to tie m ade by these charges. They 
state th a t “ The United States has granted very 
large am ounts of aid in lands to other roads, 
w hich have become com petitors to the Union 
Facilie Railway Company and the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company.'’ The testim ony pre­ 
sented to the Commission stiows th at the traffic 
diverted to other lines which were aided in 
their construction by the United States has 
am ounted to Sri,000,000, the Central Pacific pro­ 
portion of w hich is about 46 per cent., or say 
817,000,000. 
The relations between the debtor company 
and the creditor Government concerning this 
diverted business are these : The contract con­ 
tem plated that tiie debtor should discharge its 
loan by the annual paym ent of a percentage of 
the income from the mortgaged property. The 
creditor then proceeds to establish competing 
institutions which greatly reduce the iucome of 
the property. This is done to advance its inter­ 
ests in other ways which arc of m uch greater 
im portance thau the collection of its debt in 
full. The percentages of income are promptly 
paid by the debtor, but they arc less in am ount 
th an was contem plated, because of the act ol 
the creditor. Any equitable settlem ent for the 
balance of the debt m ust, it is claim ed by the 
debtor, consider these facts; pavm ent in full now 
being impossible. 


MR, A RNOLD'S O PIN IO N . 


Mattiiew Arnold’s last writing was in 
the A inctecnth Century, and was a paper 
giving his views of America, the result of 
two visits to the United States and of much 
careful study of our society and institu­ 
tions. 
The paper is of especial value in 
one respect, that it confirms that which 
home writers, whose opportunities for ob­ 
servation abroad have been good, have 
uniformly told the wage-earners of Amer­ 
ica. 
Mr. Arnold declared America to be 
a paradise for working people. 
Thev can 
procure clothing here quite as cheaply as 
the same goods are sold in England ; the 
plain every day supplies are cheaper than 
in Europe, while luxuries, fruit, ice, etc., 
are w ithin tlieir reach that are denied in 
most part to workers elsewhere. 
For 
those whose income is from $1,500 to 
$2,000 a year America offers superior ad­ 
vantages in comparison with England or 
Europe. 
It is easier for the worker to 
rise here and to make his fortune. So­ 
ciety in America apjieared to Mr. Arnold 
to be organized for and adjusted to the 
tastes and for the benefit of the men of 
moderate incomes. The humbler kind of 
work is better paid in America than in 
Europe, 
and 
upon 
this 
fact 
he 
dwells. 
According to Mr. Arnold, then, 
America meets the wants of wage-earners 
as does no other country, 
and 
they 
ought to be contented here if in any land 
under the sun. 
Yet in the face of the 
testimony of every intelligent and compe 
tent witness to the soundness of such opin­ 
ions, we have organized activities among 
wage-earners in America to overthrow 
society, upturn the social organism, inter­ 
rupt the course of orderly government and 
establish the wild theories of socialism and 
anarchism in their place. 


T i i e Democracy is especially industrious 
in claiming for the foreign and domestic 
policy of the administration, great success 
and the maintenance of the dignity and 
honor of the country. 
How was it with 
the fisheries treaty ? The adm inistra­ 
tion negotiations were long drawn out, to 
the great injury of trade, when a vigorou 
State Department would have forced ; 
settlement in a few weeks. 
W hen finally 
accomplished, w hat has the United States 
gained ? 
Nothing at a ll; on the eontrat-v 
the right of Canada to tax our fishermen 
lias been conceded and the whole matter 
of final settlement jiostpoued to some in­ 
definite jieriod. 
In the 
treaty 
with 
Hawaii, the administration secured Pearl 
Harbor privileges for but seven years 
when, just as well as not, the grant could 
have been made limitless. 
In Samoa the 
administration 
perm itted 
Bismarck to

to the sole control of Germany. 
In 
Morocco we 
have lieen 
snubbed and 
scorned and our demands for reparation of 
wrongs to American citizens have been 
put aside contemptuously. 
In the Cutting 
case hi Mexico the I'nited States Govern­ 
ment, was not placed in an attitude to com­ 
mand respect for it, and its representative 
brought it into a hum iliating scandal. 
In 
the treaty with China the administration 
made bad worse, and instead of aiding the 
effort to reduce Chinese 
immigration, 
opened new doors for the fraudulent ad­ 
mission of the undesirable classes. 
By all 
means l e t the Democracy boast of the 
diplomacy of tlie administration. 
The 
more it is aired the worse for it. 


I t is gratifying to learn that Boulanger's 
victory has had the effect of alarming the 
Republicans. 
Tiiev are as a result closing 
up their ranks and preparing to face Bour- 
bonisrn, Iini-eneli-in and all the riff-raff'of 
enmity now yelping at the heels of free 
institutions in France. 
We are told that 
the army is true to the Republic, that 
Paris is opposed to the wordy demagogue 
Boulanger, the puppet of the Orleanists, 
and the tool of the remnants of the wreck 
of the Bonapartists.

EL DORADO COUNTY. 


A S a c ra m e n ta n V isits th e S cenes o f F o r ­ 
m e r lla y s. 
Ex-Street Commissioner H . B. Nielsen 
has returned from a visit to El Dorado 
county. In conversation with a reporter 
yesterday he said he was more than pleased 
with his visit to his old stamping ground 
of thirty years ago. H e found Coloma a 
beautiful place, the valley tilled with or­ 
chards, the hills covered with vines, the 
orchardists 
prosperous 
and 
happy. 
“ Very little,” he sa>'3, “ remains of the old 
landm arks of the town, save the Sierra 
Nevada Hotel aud the old jail. It contains 
two good stores, two excellent hotels, and 
has a population of about 300. The busi­ 
ness of the miner is gone so far as placer 
and river diggings are concerned, but the 
quartz miners have excellent prospects and 
are making money. The people of the 
town are anxiously looking for the coming 
of the men who are to erect the monument 
to Marshall. The matter has been delayed 
so long that many begin to think that the 
Commissioners don’t mean business. 
It is nine miles by the trail road to 
Placerville, which, by the way, is a good, 
smooth mountain turnpike, which could 
be made into au excellent highway of easy 
grade. It is uphill nearly all the way. 
The altitude of Placerville is 1,900 feet, 
while that of Coloma is only 900. 
" The prettiest town in California to-day 
is Placerville. 
1 bad not visited it before 
for 24 years, and I was surprised to find 
such a beautiful and flourishing little city. 
The streets are clean and well-kept, the 
sidewalks in excellent repair. The houses 
have a business look, and there are no Hies 
on the ' Hangtown merchants.’ They are 
alive, wide-awake and energetic. They 
have a boom; they know it, arid they have 
not got it on boastiDg, but on merit. The 
town is full of strangers. The hotel accom­ 
modations are taxed to their utmost. The 
livery-stables have all they can do hut they 
have not raised in their prices, and do not 
propose to. Placerville enjoys many ad­ 
vantages over any other foothill town in 
the State, and is bound to become at no 
distant day an inland city of many thou­ 
sands, a health resort, and the seat of the 
best educational institutions on the coast. 
The railroad's completion lias thrown new 
life into the town, the countv and the peo­ 
ple.”

REGISTRATION MATTERS. 


'A F u rth e r L ist o f T h o se W h o A re P ro ­ 
p o sin g to V ote. 
It should be remembered that no name 
can be transferred from (he former Great 
Register to the one now being made by 
the County Clerk, but every person who 
desires to vote hereafter must apply in per­ 
son, and have his nam e registered. This 
also has to be done, according to law, at least 
thirty days before the next general election, 
to enable the publication of the Great Reg­ 
ister and its distribution to election pre­ 
cincts. Registration will therefore close on 
the Gth of October next. 
Ordinarily, persons who have been reg­ 
istered in other counties of the State are 
required to obtain a certificate of transfer 
from the County Clerk of such county and 
present it to the Clerk of this county in 
order to entitle them to registration here. 
Jn the following counties, however, the 
Great 
Registers 
have 
recently 
been 
cancelled, and no 
certificate of trans­ 
fer will be required from those counties: 
Alameda, Lot Angeles, Mendocino, Mari­ 
posa, Napa. Plumas, Solano, Sierra, So­ 
noma, San Joaquin, San Luis Obispo, Sut­ 
ter. Stanislaus, Tuolumne, Tehama, Yolo, 
and Yuba. 
There has been a great increase in the 
num ber of registrations per day since the 
publication of partial lists and information 
upon the subject by the R ecord-Untos. 
Some corrections have also resulted. Yes­ 
terday a citizen called at the County Clerk's 
office with a copy of the R ecobd-Union in 
hand and informed the registering clerk 
that he had made a mistake in the name of 
the street he resided upon. The clerk re­ 
plied that it was probably a m isprint in 
lire paper, but upon examination it was 
found that the voter had himself made a 
mistake, and made affidavit that he resided 
upon X street., when it should have read M.

The railroad company has broken ground 
and are now preparing for the foundations 
of extensive improvements at the shops. 
The increase of repairing and the constant 
demand for new work, has necessitated the 
enlargement of the shops, their present 
size being totally inadequate. The new 
shops and additions will give an addi­ 
tional floor room of 75,780 square feet, or 
nearly two acres. The buildings will be of 
corrugated iron and conform in style and 
appearance to those already erected. 
An addition is to be built on the west 
end of the boiler shop, 150x00. 
An addition to the east end of the m a­ 
chine shop, 100x112. 
To the east end of the car shop, 00x92. 
To the east endjof the paint shop, 85x180. 
Some distance west of the car shops, di­ 
rectly north and a short distance from the 
round house, will be erected a two-story 
car shop in size 75x150. 
A short distance northwest of the round­ 
house an oil-house will be erected, 50x100. 
Other buildings are in contemplation, but 
the above are all for which ground is being 
broken at present. 
Yesterday workmen were engaged in put­ 
ting electric lights in the foundry and boiler 
shops. Dynamos are being put up and 
each building will have ten powerful lamps. 
In a short tim e the entire grounds and 
shops will be lighted with electricity, and 
it will then be possible, when desirable, to 
run a large night force of workmen. All 
of these improvements will be pushed to 
rapid completion. 
W hile Sacramento is steadily improving, 
no announcem ent heretofore made bears 
with more force upon its future prosperity 
than the above. It is a boom with a real­ 
ity. It means a large increase in the num ­ 
ber of laborers; it means the addition of 
hundreds of homes to this cily ; it means 
the building up of the suburbs, the increase 
in the volume of traffic and business of 
every kind. 


POLICE COURT, 


C onvicted or V agrancy—T h e T ivoli C ases 
P ostp on ed . 
The whole forenoon session of the Police 
Court yesterday was taken up with the trial 
of Mary Yule, charged with vagrancy. The 
complaining witness was her mother, Mrs. 
Mary Haggles, who, with tears in her eyes 
and in a voice broken by sobs, told of her 
daughter's shameless conduct during the 
past m onth. She said that Mary was m ar­ 
ried to a man named Yule one year ago 
last 4th of July, and had lived with him 
up to about one month ago, since which 
tim e she had spent her tim e about saloons 
and 
in 
disreputable 
company. 
She 
had a little child about a year old 
which 
she 
neglected 
entirely, 
and 
refused to take care of. 
Witness said that 
herself and her son had done all in their 
power to induce Mary to come home and 
live decently and give up her dissolute 
associates, but that she would not do so. A 
num ber of dives were named which the 
prisoner was in the habit of frequenting. 
Officers Franks and Arlington testified to 
having seen defendant at various saloons, 
and upon the streets at all hours of the 
night. 
The former said he had several 
times seen her husband looking for her 
late at night. 
The defendant went upon the stand and 
told a shameful story about herself. By 
way of justification of her conduct she said 
that she had left her husband because he 
liad abused her. 
She would not live at 
her brother's because her brother abused 
her about her conduct. 
She claimed that 
for three weeks she had been at work at 
Mrs. Elliott’s, on Sixth street, between G 
and H, for $8 per month. (Mrs. Elliott was 
convicted a few days ago of keeping a dis­ 
orderly house.) 
She left there Sunday 
night and had not slept since, except that 
on Tuesday night she slept in a box car 
and on Wednesday night in the jail. The 
rest of the time she had spent in saloons 
and on the streets. 
E. G. Hart, who appeared for the de­ 
fendant, made a strenuous effort to have 
her acquitted, but Judge Buckley, after 
reviewing all the testimony, found her 
guilty. 
He postponed the sentence until 
this morning, and iutimated that if Mary 
would go home and live with her mother, 
he would allow her to do so instead of 
sending her to the County Jail. 
The poor 
old mother begged the misguided girl, with 
tears in her eyes, to agree to go home and 
behave herself, but she absolutely refused 
to do so. 
She seems to be entirely shame­ 
less and abandoned, and to have no regard 
whatever for her family or her little child. 
The case of John Henncssv, charged 
with carrying a concealed weapon, was 
dismissed on payment of costs. 
The cases of J. W. Duckworth, J. D. 
Smith, Dave Smith and Howard Cahill, 
the first named charged with assault to 
murder, and the others with battery, went 
over until Monday next, on account of the 
absence of A. L. Hart, counsel for Duck­ 
worth. These are the cases growing out of 
the row at the Tivoli last week.

T he C ontract Signed and a ll th e N eces­ 
sary P a p ers M ade O nt. 
A meeting of the Marshall M onument 
Commission was held in this city yester­ 
day—all present but Senator Caminetti, 
who telegraphed his inability to attend. 
The contract was sent to Mr. Caminetti 
some weeks ago and he signed it. Yester­ 
day Miller and Hofmeister appended their 
signatures, and the papers have been sub­ 
mitted to Attorney-General Johnson for 
his approval. If they are found to be cor­ 
rect, the work will proceed immediately. 
If he thinks the State not sufficiently pro­ 
tected he will draw other papers, which 
will be immediately signed. 
The contractor—J. Marion Wells, the 
celebrated San Francisco 
sculptor—has 
filed bis bond for a completion of the work 
according to specifications, in the sum ot 
$10,000. with W . H. McCormick and M. J. 
Kelly as sureties. 
The monument !s tobe completed within 
ten m onths from the signing of the pa­ 
pers and is to cost $5,000. 
The granite portion is to be thirty feet in 
bight, the statue nine feet. 
The specifications read as follows ; 
The foundation to be of concrete, m ixt­ 
ure of two parts of Portland cement, four 
parts of clean gravel and sand mixed, and 
four parts of broken granite, to be iu size 
and depth according to the approved plan 
of the monument on file with the Secre­ 
tary. 
The granite work to be of the best mate­ 
rial obtainable in the quarries nearColomu, 
El Dorado county, tree from seams or 
flaws, as even in color as practicable, rough 
pitched face with tooled joints, well banded 
with galvanized iron and copper bands set 
and pointed with Portland cement, so as to 
form a solid and compact structure; all 
moldiDgs to be smooth cut, and ali angles 
and returns well metred, and to be accord­ 
ing to the approved plans of the m onu­ 
ment. 
All the ornamental panels to be of white 
stone from the quarries near Placerville. 
and to be of first-class material, harm oni­ 
ous in color and texture, and executed in 
the most artistic manner. 
The portrait statue of Janies W. Marshall 
to be of white bronze, well chased and ar­ 
tistically finished. The statue to be firmly 
attached to the shaft of the m onum ent by 
copper rods aud bolts, well leaded into the 
granite work and securely fastened to the 
metal statue. 
The statue of Marshal to be modeled in 
clay full size, according to plan, to be sub­ 
jected to the criticism, approval and ac­ 
ceptance oí the Marshall Monument Com­ 
missioners before being cast in metal. 
The ornamental and historical panels to 
be modeled full size, and subject to the 
above-mentioned conditions before being 
executed in stone. 
The entire work to be faithfully and ar­ 
tistically performed, to be erected on M ar-, 
shall Hill, in the town of Coloma, El Do­ 
rado county, and delivered to the aforesaid1 
Commissioners within the space of ten 
months, complete and to their entire satis­ 
faction. 
Also, that the above-named Commission 
agree to assist the undersigned contractor 
to obtain the best material as to photo­ 
graphs, sketches, data of any and all kinds 
toward the proper rendition of the statue 
of Marshall and the relief panel to repre­ 
sent Sutter Mill at the time of the dis­ 
covery of gold.

He passed a very bad nigbt with a 
raging fever, which his physicians were en­ 
tirely powerless to mitigate, and he seemed 
to be losing ground considerably. 
At about II o'clock this morning there 
was a m arked temporary improvement in 
his condition and a slight suspension of his 
d in -e r jus symptoms. 
The physicians in

patient. 
The Emperor’s death is looked for as cer­ 
tain within a week by well-informed per­ 
sons here.

Mackenzie aud others share in his 
opinions. This is the phase of the malady 
which Mackeuzie has always feared and 
striven to avert. 
LOSING STRENGTH.
